What Gen. Crook Has Done for the Sioux 
Nation. 

Cuzrennt, Wo. T., Oct. 94—Gen. Crook, 
being satisfied that Red Cloud’s and Red Leaf’s 
bands of Sioux were about to depart, with a 
view of joining the hostiles in the north, they 
having refused to comply with the orders to 
come into the agency to receive rations, and 
stubbornly remaining in camp on Shadow 
Creek, from whence it is positively known 
they were communicat with the North- 
ern Indians, and receiving into their 
camp such as came in, he, withom 
awaiting the arrival gf Gen. Merritt’s troops, 
determined on disarming them. At daylight on 
the morning of the 23d inst. Gen. McKenzie, 
with eight companies of the Fourth Cavalry, 
one battalion of which was commanded by Maj. 
Gordon and another by Capt. Mauck, success- 
fally surrounded these two bands, consisting of 
300 lodges, and captured the bucks, squaws, and 
ponies without firing a shot, and they were 
marched into the agency, after having been 
disarmed and dismounted. Spotted Tail, who 
has evinced an unswerving loyalty to the 
whites, was made the Head-Chief, and Red 
Cloud deposed, and Spotted Tail, with Little 
Wound, have agreed to furnish Gen. Crook with 
all the warriors he may need to with 
him in the coming campaign, which will be in- 
augurated at once. Gen. Crook feels that a 
great object has been attained in this last move- 
ment, and that we shall now know our enemies 
from our friends.

THE EUROPEAN WAR NEWS. 

The pacific feeling with regard to the war 
in the East is once more disturbed by rumors 
of a very important character. The first is 
a dispatch said to have been received at the 
Turkish Embassy in New York to the effect 
that the Porte has refused to accede to the 
Russian conditions upon which the six 
weeks’ armistice was based: It will be re- 
membered that these were substantially the 
autonomy of Herzegovina, Bosnia, and Bul- 
garia; the absolute independence of Servia 
and Montenegro, with territorial extension 
for the latter; the restoration to Russia of 
the i itory, which would give 
her access to and control of the Danube from 
Belgrade to its mouth; and the freedom of 
the Bosphorus. There are some reasons to 
suppose that this news may be true. In 
granting these conditions, which are in the 
nature of an ultimatum, Turkey would 
concede everything and abandon every prin- 
ciple for which she has been fighting. The 


Christian would be absolutely free, and 


would live on terms of exact equality with 
the Mohammedan, which would be tanta- 
mount in the end to Christian superiority. 
The two races never could exist side by side 
on terms of equality. One must be superior 
to and master of the other. Again, the Gov- 
ernment at Constantinople is not a stable 
one. The Sultan has proved himself a weak 
man, and the war party has already engaged 
in conspiracies against the Porte. Again, it 
is to be taken into account that the Turks are 
a nation of fatalists and fanatics, who look 
upon the Christians as dogs; that they are a 
strong military people, who for three cen- 
turies have never refused to fight against any 
odds; and that they fight with the frenzy of 
demons, believing that every one who falls in a 
fight with Christians goes straight to the bosom 
of Allah. It may be that the purported 
Turkish dispatch is but a grain-gambling 
canard, but itis not an impossibi that 
the Turks have been reckleas to re- 
fuse the conditions of Russia. Their his- 
torical record is favorable to its truth. . 

The second rumor is of equal importance 
and has an airof truth, as it is reported both 
from Belgrade and Bucharest, the Capitals of 
Servia and Roumania. It is te the effect that 
Roumania has resolved upon declaring her 


European she will enter into an 
active diliance with Russia. If this be true, 
her action has been inspired by Russia, and 
has been taken in view of a promise 
of Russian help. In addition to this news 
comes still another rumor that Greece is 
rising to recover her old territory of Thessa- 
lonia, Albania, and Macedonia. Even allow- 
ing that the first rumor may be untrue, if 
the other two are true, a new element has

The organ of the Confederates in this city, 
which virtually admitted the whole case of 
Southern claims the other day when it said 
that the amount was exaggerated, now says

It is eleven years since the War closed. 
During that time the Government has been 
very busy in settling up legitimate claims 
against it for private losses incurred in the 
War. It made the fair and natural rule that 
the men who were in rebellion—those who 
brought on the War and fought to destroy 
the Government—had no claim for losses 
which were the result of their own crime. 
But it also recognized the fact that there 
were Union men in the South,—men who 
opposed secession to the last, and who never 
acquiesced voluntarily in the Rebellion ; 
these men were entitled to compensation for 
losses incident to the advance of the army or 
Confederate raids, and a special Court of 
Claims was organized to pass upon the al- 
lowancé just and proper to be made in such 
cases. This Court has examined thousands 
of claims, and awarded compensation amount- 
ing to millions, but it has also rejected claims 
amounting to untold millions, through which 
former Rebels sought restitution of losses 
brought on themselves, and from the very 
Government which they endeavored to de- 
stroy. By this fair and judicial process the 
great bulk of meritorious claims for War 
losses have been adjudicated and restitution 
made. The only “Southern” claims 
left, worthy of mention, are the Rebel 
claims, and these can only be counted by 
an enumeration of every man, woman, 
and child who, either directly or as heir and 
successor, had an interest in a pig, or a 
chicken, or an ear of corn consumed, ora 
fence or a barn destroyed, or a slave employ- 
ed, or a field occupied by the armies of the 
United States engaged in putting down the 
Rebellion.
